COUNTY AGENT OF HILL COUNTY 
RESIGNS TO BECOME MANAGER 
OF THE HOOKS FARMS AT ITASCA 


(Special to the Eagle) 
COLLEGE STATION, July 14. 
- Fred C. Newport, Hill county 
agent since Eebruray, 1924, for 
the Extension Service division of 
the A. and M. College of Texas, 
has tendered his resignation effec­ 
tive July 15, to become first man­ 
ager of the Hooks Farms, near 
Itasca. 
Mr Newport plans to introduce 
an educational 
program on the 
farm*,owned by Pat E. and WU! 
I, Hooks, Itasaca bankera, which 
will benefit the farm ers of the 
community, us well as the 54 ten­ 
ants of the farms. 
He will a t­ 
tempt to evolve a system of agri­ 
cultural development in the black 
land area and will especially con­ 
sider production, conservation and 
the building up of the soil. 
The 
introduction of new crops also will 
be one of the main objectives of 


the new program. 
Mr. Newport graduated frioni 
the A. ami M. College in 1923, in 
agricultural engineering, and has 
taken one term of graduate work, 
m ajoring in 
tile drainage. 
His 
work aa a county agent, which 
attracted widespread attention and 
favorable 
comment, 
included a 
general agricultural program in 
Hill county, placing emphasis on 
terracing to prevent soil erosion; 
poultry raising; the use of com­ 
mercial fertilizers; the control of 
crop-damaging 
insects and 
the 
production of pure seed in cotton 
and maize, During the past year 
he has introduced legumes, chief­ 
ly white 
sweet clover, 
into the 
cropping system of HUI county. 
Mr. Newport visited the College 
recently to confer with members 
of the Extension Service regarding 
his new position.

Three Italian boys are dead and a fourth is dying: as 
a result of a grade crossing accident at 2:30 Sunday af­ 
ternoon at Watt a Switch on the H. & T. C. Railroad, two 
miles north of Munford.

NEW BRY A S KEY RATE SHOWS A 
{SUBSTANTIAL SAVING TO BRYAN 
I PEOPLE WHO BUY INSURANCE 


**“ 
At last, city of Bryan has a 
new and "©vised key rate that sub­ 
stantially reduces the amount of 
premiums which local insurance 
payers will have to meet in the 
future. 
The City Commission started to 
work on this matter about 18 or 
20 months ago. 
At that time the 
analysis of Bryan's key rate, un­ 
der the new rating schedule as set 
up in 1922 by the State Fire In­ 
surance Commission, amounted to 
45 cents, less 8 per cent credit 
on a net of 41 cents. 
However, 
the city was enjoying a 36 cent 
net key rate under the old rating 
schedule. 
The City Commission 
authorised the making of a com­ 
plete survey of the requirements 
of the city and this was done and 
the commission approved the plans 
after they had been approved by 
the engineering department of the 
State Fire Insurance Commission. 
Work was begun immediately on 
reducing Bryan’s key rate. 
Addi­ 
tional water mains were installed 
in the mercantile section; addi- 


building code was passed, includ­ 
ing a roofing clause; a water tow ­ 
er was erected; pumping units at 
the power house were installed in 
duplicate. 
All these brought the key rate 
analysis to 31 cents and addition­ 
al credits were secured on night 
watch service, fire chief’s car, and 
arson reward, which brought the 
credits up to IS per cent; thus 
reducing the actual key rate to 27 
cents. 
This shows a total actual 
reduction from 41 cents to 
cents; while as was stated before 
Bryan has been enjoying the 
cent key rate. 
The total amount of premiums 
paid on all fire insurance in the 
City of Bryan amounts annually 
to about $85,000, based on the 
36 cent key rate. 
At the new 27 cent rate the 
am ount of premiums will be 
follows1 $79,000. 
So you can figure out how long 
it will take the ci#y of Bryan 
to pay for the improvements that 
were made in order to cut down 
the key rate, a saving of $6,000 
per year and the improvements

COUNTY AGENT C. L BEASON IN 
REPORT ON STATE-WIDE MEET 
AT AUSTIN ON COTTON HOPPER 


The Cotton Flea Hopper Confer­ 
ence, called by President T. O. 
Walton of the Texas A. and M. 
Commissioner of Agriculture, at 
Austin on Monday, was attended 
by several hundred farm ers and 
business men from practically ev­ 
ery section of the State. 
In calling the meeting to order 
and in an endeavor to impress the 
seriousness of the situation con­ 
fronting the Texas cotton farm er, 
Commissioner Terrell stated that 
Dr. Howard of the United States 
Departm ent of Agriculture recent­ 
ly said that there seems to be a 
death grapple now on between 
man and insects for control of this 
earth, with the outlook favorable 
toward insects. 
„ 
Director Chas. H. Alvord of the 
Extension Service was elected as 
chairman of the meeting. 
Victor 
H. Schoffelmayer was elected sec­ 
retary. 
In accepting the duties of chair­ 
man, Director Alvord stated that 
he hoped the conference would 
prove most helpful to the farmers 
of Texas as a result of the adop­ 
tion of plans and recommenda­ 
tions that could be followed with 
the least difficulty by the farm ers 
oi the cotton belt, especially Texas 
farmers. 
R. E. McDonald, entomologist 
culture, stated that in this situa- 
for the State Departm ent of Agri- 
tion we should be led only by men 
who have had opportunity to study 
the cotton flea and who are pre­ 
pared to recommend the best con­ 
trol measures. 
Dr. F. L. Thomas, of the Ex­ 
periment Station, College Station, 
was introduced and gave a fine ad­ 
dress on the life history of the 
cotton flea hopper, 
and saying, 
among other things th at they had 
not perhaps found out all about 
this insect pest, but so far, super­ 
fine sulphur, dusted at the rate of 
IO to 20 pounds per acre, five 
to eight days apart, had proved 
most effective in 
this insect. 


condition in order that it might 
quickly set crop when the infesta­ 
tion subsides, and that if the plants 
are setting squares faster than the 
flea is knocking them off, then it 
might be questionable about dust 
ing, especially if the plant is large 
sc that the leaves would prevent 
the dust 
from 
getting to the 
small squares. 
As a control meas 
ure for both the flea and the leaf­ 
worm, he suggested a dust mixture 
of 75 per cent of sulphur and 25 
per cent of calcium arsenate, per­ 
centages to be changed according 
to the kind of infestation. 
“Don’t 
stop team," he said, “to run catch­ 
er, the efficiency of which should 
bt judged by what it leaves in the 
field and not by what it catches." 
The meeting was filled with ven­ 
dors of various and sundry ma­ 
chines and “dope”, each and all 
recommended as being the only 
thing that would save the cotton 
from 
destruction.

per acre would not justify the 
expense incurred in fighting in­ 
sects. 
Mr. Schoffelmayer, agricultural 
editor of The Dallas News, said: 
“How much better off would each 
farm er be if he 
had only five 
acres which he could cultivate in­ 
tensively and at the same time 
keep his finger on the insect con­ 
trol, instead of huving many acres 
that must now be neglected.”

that the Governor be asked to

Lion Fred Hale was the princi 
pal speaker at the Lions Club I ues- 
day in a classification talk. 
Lion Fuller presided apd after 
the preliminaries introduced Lion 
Hale as Chief of the Swine Hus­ 
bandry Division of the Texas Ex­ 
periment Station, announcing that 
he would make his classification 
talk. 
Lion Hale said that the Texas 
Experiment Station was endeavor 
ing to run projects which will re 
veal the best swine practices for 
Texas, and that a limited number 
of projects were in progress. 
He 
spoke of Texas as the banner grain 
sorghum state, and said that the 
Panhandle should soon be the sec­ 
ond corn belt of the United States 
and that conditions there are pe­ 
culiarly suited to hog production. 
He said that he did not advise far­ 
mers to go into the hog business; 
that this m atter was left for their 
decision. 
However, he did advise 
the raising of pork products for 
home consumption. 
He dwelt up­ 
on the importance of proper feed 
ing and told of the project consist­ 
ing of the feeding of cotton seed 
meal to hogs, and under the bal­ 
anced ration system being practic­ 
ed, expressed the opinion that good 
results were being obtained.

also told of a project consisting of 
the use of minerals in hog feed.

$75,000,000 
worth of pork products are shipped 
into Texas each year was given

taxpayers money without some as­ 
surance of getting the best kind of 
service, and as a new agent, un­ 
acquainted with the work in this 
county, was not desired, the work 
has been 
discontinued for 
th* 
present.
